The loans are being made with the 
knowlédge ‘and approval of the state 
and treasury departments, and the 
fact that the countries are so heavily 
indebted to this government has had 
nothing to do with the transactions 
of private bankers. 

American bankers have underwrit- 
ten about $719,886,000 within the last 
year in government and municipal 
loans.

The striking feature of the situa- 
tion,“ the department said, “is an 
indicated: consumption of 21,000,000 
bales for the year ending July 31, 
1922, approximately 6,000,000 bales 
more than was produced for the crop 
year,” 

The world carry-over, the ‘depart- 
ment concluded from its survey, will 
return to normal by August 1, 1922, 
while the outstanding féature of inter- 
est now is-the degree to which world 
cotton production will return to the | 
pre-war level, or whether it will con- 
tinue on the basis of the last, five 
years’ average of 18,000, bales> 
Much depends, the department de- 
clared, on weather conditions and the 
extent to which the boll weeyil proves 
to be a limiting factor. 

Striking Figures. 

From its survey, the department 
stated, it appeared that on August 1, 
1921, the carry-over of cottoh was 
14,135,000 bales; world cotton pro- 
duction for the 1021 crop wN 25, 197.

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FOR COAL SUPPLY 


At Present Rate of Con- 
sumption, Danger of 
Shortage Is Not Near, 
Despite Strike. 


Washington, April 380.—Attention 
is called to the unusual condition 
found in the general lack of demand 
for coal supplies that exists through- 
out the country, in a survey made by 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce,” 

At the present rate of production 
and consumption there is no danger 
of any general shortage, it was found, 
for at least six weeks, 

April 1 the stock of coal in 
the hands of railroads, industry con- 
sumers, public utilities and retailers, 
was approrimately 63,000,000 net 
tons,” said the chamber. “Adding to 
this 4,250,000 tons estimated at the 
upper lake docks and the unbilled coal 
on hand, April 1, there wag a total 
ef 68,650,000 net tons above ground, 
April 1. Stocks cannot drop below 
20,000,000 tons without danger of a 
coal panic. ° 

“The quantity of coal which appar- 
ently can be drawn from stocks be- 
fore a serious situation develops is 
48,650,000 tons. To this supply there 
will be continuously added the out- 
put from the non-union fields which 
up to date has averaged about 3,500- 
000 tons per week, At the present 
time the average weekly consumption 
is estimated to be 8,100,000 tons. 

“Therefore, supply from the non- 
union fields is falling short of meet- 
ing the consumption 4,600,000 tons 
per week. To cover this deficit, we 
have the 48,650,000 tons in storage. 
If the consumer continues to draw 
from this storage at the rate of 4,- 
600,000 tons per week, unless there 
is an increase in production from the 
non-union. fields, a shortage will be 
felt in approximately seven weeks 
from April 22. 

“An anomalous condition of special 
interest is found in the present strike, 
in ‘the light demand for bituminous 
coal, and the large number of unbilled, 
unsold, loaded cars—a condition not 
existing in previous strikes.” 

On April 15, the end of the second 
week of the strike, there were 26.000 
unbilled cars of coal or approximately 
1.330.000 tons of coal for which there 
were no purchasers,

ator Watson’s plans. 
Howard’s Statement. 


Judge Howard’s statement follows: 


“As I understand Senator Wat- 
gon’s position on the proposed high- 
way bond issue, while he opposes 
bonds, he recognizes the importance 
of providing a state fund to match 
the federal ald provided by congress, 
and he realizes that many of the 
Georgia counties are unable to se- 
cure any of the federal funds, due 
to their inability to raise the neces- 
sary amount to meet the require- 
iments of the federal law. 

“More than one hundred counties 
in Georgia will be unable to secure 
their equitable proportion of the fed- 
eral allotment to Georgia this year. 
This bas been true for several years 
past and will continue to be the case 
during the coming years. 

. “Senator Watson suggests, as a 
remedy for this condition, that the 
legislature enact such legislation as 
will impose a tax on invisible prop- 
erty, such as notes, mortgages, stocks, 
ete., which, he says, now escape 
taxation. He thinks this will yield 
more than two million of dollars in 
Additional revenue to the state and 
enable the state to match federal 
aid for all the counties.

It appears that Byrd 
rode up to Mock’s house to try to se- 
eure certain information about where 
bis wife is and a heated argument fol- 
lowed which resulted in both men 
pulling pistols and firing. 


Byrd is about forty years of age’ 


and originally came from Burke 
county. Mock has many relatives and 
friends in this section of the country 
and has accumulated considerable 
property here. 

Immediately after the shooting 
Mock called for the sheriff and gave 
up. saying that he was forced to kill 
Eyrd in self defense. The only eye 
witness to the shooting was F. H. 
Waters, of this city, who was in the 
buggy with Byrd when he rode up to 
the house and he states that Mock 
fired the first shot.

What is believed to have been one 
of the earliest feats of amateur ra- 
dio telephony has just been brought 
‘to light in the finding of a clipping 
from The Minneapolis Times ef April 
6, 1902. The clipping was found 
among the effects of D. McNichol, as- 


sistant to the president of the Radio 


Corporation of America. This paints 
a clear picture of the status of radio 
telegraphy at that time, and the 
vague theories held by popular minds 


concerning it. The clipping reads in

“While experimenting with wireless 
tel phy Friday evening, D. Me- 
N general telegraph agent of 
the Soo road, was startled by receiv- 
ing from someone who was 
also experimenting with the system.

“Mr. McNichol now became thor- 
oughly aroused, and he immediately 
made the instrument as sensitive as 
possible.

THE SMOKING WOMAN. 


Such wholesome prejudice as still 
exists against the tgngo, the ‘shimmy, 
jazz, music and offensively’ immodest 
dressing rests upon the fact that 
these are weaknesses picked out of the 
gutter and adopted by young women 
who lack brains and old-fashioned 
home training. 

Fifteen or twenty years age we 
learned to recognize as a type the 
woman who wore bobbed hair and 
smoked cigarettes. She was the ad- 
vance model for the present fashion. 
We found her in jail or in the charity 
ward, of the hospital. She wasn’t 
there because she had bobbed her hair 
or contracted the cigarette habit, but 
jail and the free surgical wards were 
just the natural places for her to 
complete her education. 

That was 15 or 20 years ago. 

When a college woman, the dean or 
head martinet or main squeeze or 
noble grand exemplar of a school for 
young women, comes out boldly—-yes. 
boldly as the word for it—in favor of 
eigarette-smoking for college girls.

As I have often observed, the boy

City council will discuss the action 
of the board of education in select- 
ing the Hebrew orphanage on Wash- 
ington street as a location for the 
senior girls’ high school under the 


school building program, at a meet- 
ing to be Weld Monday afternoon. A 
heated fight is predicted by mem- 
bers who have expressed their op- 
position to the site on the grounds 
that it is inadequate for a high school 
building. 

At a meeting of the board of edu- 
cation last Tuesday two sites were of- 
fered, the Hebrew orphanage on 
Washington street consisting of 6.83 
acres and a site on Capitol avenue 
consisting of approximately eighteen 
acres. A divided vote on the two 
sites was broken by Chairman W. W. 
Gaines, who favored the Washing- 
ton street location, the decision be- 
ing forthwith submitted to the bond 
commission which was in session at 
the same time. Action on the mat- 
ter wag postponed by the bond com- 
mission until an investigation could 
be made of the two sites. 

At Monday’s meeting of the coun- 
eil, supporters of the Washington 
street and Capitol avenue sites will 
endeavor to induce council to favor 
one of these two sites. Several other 
sites are being urged by community 
clubs and prominent’ school author- 
ities, including Superintendent Willis 
A. Sutton and Miss Jessie Muse, 
principal of Girls’ High school. 

Woodall’s Position. 

Council will not seek to pick the 
site of the new school until the bond 
commission and the board of educa- 
tion concur on the same site, it was 
intimated Sunday night by Council- 
man Fred C. Woodall, of the third 
ward. 

»I understand that the matter will 
be brought up at Monday’s meeting,” 
declared Mr. Woodall, “but I do not 
believe that council will attempt to 
favor a site until the bond commis- 
sion and board of education agree 
upon the proper location. 

“Personally,” he continued, “I do 
not believe either the Hebrew or- 
phanage or the Capitol avenue site 
is adequate for a senior girls’ high 
school. My objection to the Wash- 
ington street site is that it is too low, 
and in my opinion, unsuited. for an 
institution that will mean so much to 
Atlanta and her future growth. It is 
ulso, I believe, of insufficient acre- 
age to house comfortably 3, or 
more girls which would depend upon 
it at the present time and probably 
twice that number who will be added 
to the rolls during the next decade. 

“My objection to the Capitol avenue 
and Vanira street site is that I be- 
lieve the price exorbitant. I inves- 
tigated both sites Sunday afternoon 
and frankly I do not believe that 
either one is suited for such a school.“

The United Stites census report, 
which relates to crops in 1919, dif- 
fers very much with the report of 
the government board of crop esti- 
mates.

Why not buy a quantity of a choice 
variety of yellow corn—Q90-100 day 
corn? ‘Treat the grain as in case of 
oats or wheat just before planting 
time. - Planted June 1-15, such corn 
will give you a large crop before a 
killing frost comes. Fertilise it lib- 
erally. Plant it.in hills 42 by 42 
inches; drop 5 or 6 seed in each hill; 
when well up, thin to a stand of two 
of the strongest stalks—the two that 
are farthest apart. 

Cultivate rapidly, lightly, almost 
level. If drought atens, break 
soil between rows three inches deep 
not more or less—with adjustable har- 
row or cultivator. Do this two or 
three times a week till rain comes. 
The course recommended will prevant 
evaporation; the plants will get 
advantage of the moisture which comes 
up from below by capillary attraction.
